Pius X laid down the conditions, the 
basic one being “no one who is in the 
state of grace and who approaches 
the holy table with a right and de- 
vout intention, can lawfully be hin- 
dered therefrom.” And at the end 
of the decree he declares: “After 
the publication of this decree all 
ecclesiastical writers are to cease 
from contentious controversies con- 
cerning the dispositions requisite for 
frequent and daily Communion.” 
But he also wrote: in the fourth con- 
dition: “Care is to be taken that 
Holy Communion be preceeded by 
serious preparation, and followed by 
suitable thanksgiving according to 
each one’s strength, circumstances 
and duties.”

Christ Rewards 
Love Of His 
Sacred Heart 


RIDAY, June 17, is the feast of 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus, but 
the whole month of June is dedi- 
cated to the Sacred Heart. 

That Jesus was both God and 
man is one of the fundamental 
doctrines of the Church. He pos- 
sessed both a human and a divine 
nature. His Heart is the symbol 
of His humanity. When we adore 
the Heart of Christ, however, we 
do not adore just His humanity. 
We adore the whole Christ because 
both His human and divine na- 
tures were united in one person. 
Christ Himself revealed this de- 
votion to His Heart. In the 17th 
century He appeared to St. Mar- 
garet Mary Alacoque at the Visi- 
tation monastery of Paray-le-Mo- 
nial, France, in a series of appari- 
tions. Showing her His Heart, 
He said: “Behold the heart which 
has so much loved:men that it 
has spared nothing, exhausting and 
consuming itself in testimony of 
its love. Instead of gratitude I re- 
ceive from most only indifference, 
by irreverence and sacrilege and 
the coldness and scorn that men 
have for Me in the Sacrament of 
Love.” 

He asked that a feast of repara- 
tion (the feast of the Sacred Heart) 
be instituted for the Friday after 
the octave of Corpus Christi. 

Christ also made 12 promises to 
St. Margaret Mary for those who 
have devotion to His Sacred Heart. 
They are: 

1. I will give them all the grace 
necessary in their state of life. 

2. I will establish peace in their 
homes. 

3. I will comfort them in all 
their afflictions. 

4. I will be their secure refuge 
during life and above all in death. 

5. I will bestow abundant bless- 
ing upon all their undertakings. 

6. Sinners shall find in My 
Heart the source and the infinite 
ocean of mercy. 

7. By devotion to My Heart te 
pid souls shall grow fervent. 

8. Fervent souls shall quickly 
mount to high perfection. 

9. Iwill bless every place where 
a picture of My Heart shall be set 
up and honored. 

10. I will give to priests the 
gift of touching the most harden- 
ed hearts. 

11. Those who promote this de- 
votion shall -have their names 
written in My Heart, never to be 
blotted out. 

12. I will grant the grace of 
final penitence to those who com- 
municate on the first Friday of 
nine consecutive months. 

The month of June ‘would be a 
good time to have the Sacred Heart 
enthroned in your home. The En- 
thronement of the Sacred Heart 
acknowledges the sovereignty of 
Christ over the Christian family, 
expressed by the solemn installa- 
tion of an image of the Sacred 
Heart in a place of honor, accom- 
panied by a prescribed act of con- 
secration. 

Two of Christ’s promises (I will 
establish peace in their homes, 
and I will bless every place where 
a picture of My Heart shall be set 
up and honored) are _ reasons 
enough why all Catholic families 
should have great devotion to the 
Sacred Heart. 

Night adoration in the home 
which consists of one hour of ado- 
ration once a month between the 
hours of 9 p. m. and 6 a. m. by one 
or more persons, or even the en- 
tire family, is a practice connect- 
ed with the Enthronement, though 
distinct from it. Its purpose is to 
make reparation for the sins of

It is a neighborhood of immi- 
ants, mostly Italian, although 


ately a number of Jewish D.P.'s|- 


have moved in, and there is a 
sprinkling of Germans, Irish, Po- 
lish and Negroes. But the Italians 
predominate and give to the neigh- 
borhood its particular character. 


The neighborhood has no zoning 
laws. Architecturally, it is a 
hodge-podge of factories and resi- 
dences rubbing elbows. Lately, 
more apartment buildings have 
been constructed, but for the most 
part, two or three story houses 
squat along the streets. There are 
candy factories (to whose doors 
small children flock hopefully af- 
ter school), lumber yards, tin, 
chemical and numbering machine- 
works, and garment factories. 

A mattress factory is the larg- 
est. It employs mostly Puerto Ri- 
cans from other sections of the 
city. In spite of these industrial 
enterprises, the area retains a 
feeling of a family neighborhood. 

Most of the young people go 
outside of the neighborhood to 
work. Married women from with- 
in the neighborhood come to the 
local factories for jobs, but not 
the single girls. Even those who 
do factory work prefer to work 
outside the neighborhood. 

One reason for this is that the 
wages in the neighborhood factor- 
ies are low, even where unions ex- 
ist. But for the most part, young 
people leave the neighborhood to 
escape its drabness. They want to 
work in another part of the city. 
They want to be part of a brighter 
way of living.

-~ Some are ashamed of their Ital- 
ian background and the traditions 
of their parents, which appear stu- 
pid to them when compared with 
their movie-magazine portrait of 
American life. Especially the chil- 
dren of first generation immi- 
grants feel inferior and self-con- 
scious. They are lonely. They re- 
bel inwardly and sometimes out- 
wardly against the customs of 
their families. They still do not 
feel. themselves a real part. of 
American life. 

The result is tension. While the 
older people may have this feel- 
ing, too, the young people feel it 
most deeply. 


Little Family Sharing 


Before Television, the young 
people showed their resentment of 
the old-country ways by going out 
every night. Now the family 
watches TV together, but there is 
still very little family sharing. 

The average family has four 
children, although in the first gen- 
eration families, children number 
five or six or more. In many fam1- 
lies, the woman is the head of the 
house. 

Once the young people start 
working, they look upon home as 
a boarding-house. 

The average Italian father is 
strict with his daughters. As a re- 
sult they sometimes resent him 
and lose respect for him. There 
are clandestine dates, because fel- 
lows are not allowed to see the 
girls in their homes. 

For the most part, parents do 
not prepare their children for life. 
Sex instruction, for example, 1s 
not given at home. As one girl re- 
jmarked, “Our mamas tell us noth-

at first glance, the neighbor- 
hood is a religious one. Most of 
the people are nominal Catholics. 
Sunday Masses are crowded with 
women and girls, but men and boys 
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also attend. Responding to the 
energy of the youth, the Protes- 
tant churches offer picnics and 
recreation. Their church attend- 
ance has increased. 


The religion which guided their 
orbears seems to have little hold 
on the daily life of the Catholic 
youth. Often the Catholic moral 
code is not followed.

Religion Ignored 


The people feel the Church has 
no right to say anything about the 
temporal order. Religion, they 
feel, has nothing to do with work, 
family life, or recreation. These 
areas are none of the Church's 
business. Religion gives little di- 
rection to daily life. Nor does it 
give a philosophy of suffering. The 
people challenge “evil allowed by 
a good God.” : 


Religion apparently is given 
little chance to help in meeting 
a problems or consolation in 
trials. 


The number of girls working in 
garment factories is decreasing. 
Many now work in large insurance 
companies, mostly at clerical or 
office jobs. They view work as 
something they must do to earn 
money. ey look forward to in- 
dependence. 


Whereas girls previously viewed 
work as something they did until 
they married, now they more and 
more feel they will have to work 
for awhile after marriage, for eco- 
nomic reasons. 


They think of work as boring 
and as a grind. 

The fellows mostly do unskilled 
labor—truck driving, shipping, 
etc.; some are in the building 
trades and printing. Very few 
work in offices. 

Fellows see the need of ready 
cash. They go where their friends 
work.

They lack vocational guidance.

Mary Fabyan Windeatt said she 
remembered how happy she was 
the summer when she was fifteen 
and found she had passed the 
teachers examination in piano from 
the Toronto Conservatory of 
Music.

After going to school and earn- 
ing several. degrees, she finally 
went to New York to learn to be- 
come a writer, It wasn’t easy, of 
course—it never is. She wrote at 
least one novel which found its 
way into the waste basket, and in 
those early days of trial and error 
she wrote all sorts of articles, in- 


terviews and short stories, many} 


of which followed the faté of the 
novel. 


Sing Joyfully 


One of her early books was a 
delightful collection of her poetry 
called “Sing Joyfully.” In it is a 
charming poem called “The Peni- 
tent.” It reads: 

He has some freckles on his nose 
Ambiguously ranged in rows 
But he will never tell of those. 


Instead, his words shall speak of 
crime: 

He hates his teacher all the time 

And once he stole a shiny dime 


And when he might. have been 
quite wise | 

And slipped from Satan and his 
spies, 

He told a dozen daring lies. 

Yet bless him, Father, manful 
mite, : 

Whose soul is still not far from 
white 

These seven years 
flight.” 

After a long apprenticeship at 
writing in general Mary found:the 
thing she was supposed to do—to 
write books about the saints for 
children. It came about in this 
way. She spent two months in 
Peru where Blessed Martin de 
Porres and his contemporaries 
lived and worked. 

When Mary came back to the 
states she began writing about 
these holy people and proved that 
holiness can be fun and advanture 
—that it is in no way limited to 
hairshirts and penances, though 
these have their place in her 
stories too. These early books 
which you can find in the library 
are: “Lad of Lima,” “Warrior in 
White,” “Angel of the Andes,” 
“Hero of the Hills,” etc.
